OTTAWA, Oct. 27.—(CP)—Sam- 
ples of material for a new beret 
for men of the Canadian Army 
have been sent to Lt.-Gen, A, G, L. 
McNaughton, overseas army com- 
mander, but approval has not yet 
been received from him, it was 
learned yesterday. 

The beret, if and when approved, 
is expected to resemble the Bal- 
moral cap now worn by certain Ca- 
nadian regiments. 

(A London news dispatch said to- 
day a new beret-type cap has been 
approved for the British Army and 
will replace the field service cap 
in units not already wearing 
berets.)

OTTAWA, Oct. 27.—(CP)—Sub- 
scriptions of $70,044,300 on Tues- 
day raised total! bond sales in the 
$1,200,000,000 Fifth Victory Loan 
to $557,323,500 one day before the 
halfway mark in the three-week 
drive was reached, national loan 
headquarters announced today. 
The corresponding total for the 

fourth Victory Loan drive last 
spring was $503,936,100 and the total 
for the corrésponding Tuesday was 
$67,737,100. The objective in that 
drive was $1,100,000,000,

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Four Vessels Run 
Aground in Storm 


BELMAR, N.J., Oct. 27,—(AP)— 
Four United Nations merchant ves- 
sels ran aground on the northern 
New Jersey coast last night and 
early today in one of the worst 
storms of recent years. 

One of the ships was breaking up, 
the Third Naval District said, but 
the others were believed in no 
danger. 

Coast guards started removing 
the crew of about 70 men aboard 
the 7,916-ion James Longstreet, 
which piled up on Sandy Hook, just 
outside New York harbor, and 
started to break up today. 

Two other vessels also struck on 
the sand bars near Sandy Hook, the 
site of Fort Hancock, while the 
fourth was beached at this resort. 

Several other ships grounded in- 
side New York harbor, the Third 
Naval District said, but all these 
accidents were minor.

In Escape Attempt 


WINNIPEG, Oct. 27, — (CP) — 
John Ashton Barnett, 27, freed of a 
murder charge in 1940 but sentenc- 
ed to 20 years’ imprisonment when 
convicted as an “accessory after 
the fact,” was shot and killed last 
night when he attempted to escape 
from Stony Mountain penitentiary, 
it was learned here today. 

At the penitentiary, 20 miles 
northwest of here, officials refused 
a statement pending an official re 
port to Ottawa. 

Barnett and a companion, John 
Andrusiak, were charged with the 
murder of Constable John McDon- 
ald, a Winnipeg police officer, kill- 
ed Feb. 10, 1940, during an attempt- 
ed robbery here, Another compan- 
ion, Mike Atlamamchuk, commit- 
ted suicide shortly after the police 
officer was killed, He had been 
named by police as the actual mur- 
derer,

On Finger Print 

Damaging Blow 
Hit at Defence 
Of De Marigny

NASSAU, Bahamas, Oct. 27.— 
A crown witness struck a damag- 
ing blow today at the defence of 
Alfred de Marigny, who is fight- 
ing to save himself from the 
gallows on a charge of having 
murdered his multi-millionaire 
father-in-law, Sir Harry Oakes, 

De Marigny's finger print was 
found on a screen beside the bed 
upon which Oakes was bludgeoned 
to death. The defence maintains 
it was left there after the body was 
found and the crown seeks to prove 
it was made by the murderer. 

Today, Captain Edward Melchen 
of the Miami police's homicide 
squad, testifying as one of the 
crown's principal witnesses at De 
Marigny’s trial, asserted that the 
defence’s contention was impos- 
sible. 


JUDGE SCOLDS WITNESS 

“Would it have been humanly 
possible for the accused to come ip 
contact with the screen in Sir 
Harry's room when he went up- 
stairs with you the day after the 
murder?” asked James Sands, fore- 
man of the jury that will decide De 
Marigny's fate. 

“He could not possibly have 
touched it,” answered Melchen. 

Meichen was scolded by the 
white-wigged presiding judge for 
changing his testimony about the 
fingerprint. 

Melchen, admitting he had con- 


{ferred with crown attorneys last 


night, had repudiated his state- 
ment of yesterday that he did not 
know de Marigny’s fingerprint had 
been found on a screen in the mur- 
der room until ten days after de 
Marigny’s arrest on July 9,

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Building Up Reserves 


At close of last week’s business 553,- 
757 persons and corporations had bought 
Fifth Loan bonds. At the corresponding 
point in the Fourth Loan campaign the 
number was 386.994. This is a large gain 
and indicates a much broader distribution 
of the new securities. How many of the 
buyers were regular subscribers is not 
known, but there is reason to suppose that 
a large percentage were first-time pur- 
chasers. 

Canadians generally, it can be inferred, 
are becoming more bond-conscious than 
they have ever been. That augurs well for 
the financing of the war effort, and equal- 
ly well for post-war conditions. Our peo- 
ple are building up larger individual re- 
serves against bad times than they ever did 
before, and more of them are doing so. 


The Housing Question 


The city council is pressing the rent 
control authorities to prevent the eviction 
of tenants in Edmonton until some at ieast 
of the Wartime houses are ready for use. 
The proposal is drastic. But so is the 
situation. And so are a good many of the 
regulations which have been found neces- 
sary to prevent war conditions being made 
an occasion for unfairness. 

Rent control is itself an instance in 
point. This was establsihed to bar the 
owners of property from demanding un- 
reasonable rates; mainly because gouging 
would hinder the carrying on of war work. 
by making it impossible for outsiders to 
move into centres where such work must 
be done. 

The same consideration can be urged 
as a reason why evictions should not be 
permitted. If war workers or those em- 
ployed in essential industry can be turned 
out of their living quarters with no other 
quarters available, the carrying on of these 
necessary industries is bound to be ham- 
pered in proportion as evictions occur. 

A stand-pat order would do no material 
injury to property-owners save in excep- 
tional cases—and administrative latitude 
can be given to some one to deal with such 
cases when they arise.

Another Stalingrad 


The southerly one-third of the Nazi de- 
fence line in Russia has been shattered. 
The battle there is over and the pursuit is 
on. From Kiev south the river barrier has 
been broken, and the enemy is in retreat 
in the Dnieper plateau, west of Melitopol, 
and from the Crimea. 

The extent of the disaster that has 
overtaken the invaders cannot be known 
for days, but it undoubtedly amounts to a 
debacle. How many can escape from the 
big bend area and from the Crimea is now 
the question. The answer hinges on 
whether the Russians can close a fifty mile 
gap between Krivoi Rog and the river, and 
the Perekop peninsula. To both outlets it 
is a race between them and the fleeing 
Nazis. 

It is calculated that Hitler had at least 
500,000 men along the lower river and in 
the Crimea. Some estimates place the 
number at 1,000,000. If half of them can 
get through the narrowing outlets, with 
only one railway still open, the retreat will 
have to make records in the movement of 
troops on foot and by motor transport. The 
defeat cannot well be less costly in men 
and materials than that at Stalingrad, and 
it may prove to be even worse. 

The next obstacle behind which a stand 
can be made is the Bug river, and that is 
a long 200 miles from Dnepropetrovsk and 
as far from the peninsula. But since the 
Russians could not be stopped at the 
Dnieper. can they be stopped at the Bug? 
That is what Hitler and his generals must 
be asking themselves while their beaten 
and disorganized armies are fleeing from 
the shattered “blood line’ with the Red

The Missing Divisions 


General Alexander says that from 35 
to 40 Axis divisions—mainly German— 
have had to be switched to Italy and the 
Balkans, because of the collapse of the 
Fascist regime. Italian troops were for- 
merly holding both areas, with a stiffening 
of Nazi forces. Their places have had to be 
filled with German troops, supplemented 
by a few divisions from doubtfully depend- 
able Bulgaria. 

This diversion to the south correspond- 
ingly weakened the reserves available to 
support the enemy line in Russia. The 
number given by General Alexander tallies 
with Moscow estimates of the number of 
divisions which would be withdrawn from 
the Russian zone if the Allies opened a 
second front in the west. Much the same 
purpose has evidently been attained by 
opening the front in the south, 

Some measure of credit for the collapse 
of the enemy along the lower Dnieper 
therefore goes properly to the Allied forces 
in Italy, and to the imminent threat of an 
invasion of the Balkans. “Weight” was 
taken off Russia when Italy was knocked 
out, as certainly and in about the propor- 
tion that Moscow suggested would result 
from an invasion of France or the Low 
Countries. 

Measured by results, the southern front 
has turned out to be a very effective “sec- 
ond” front. Had it not been established, 
and the fighting pushed vigo o's!y and 
successfully, Italy would still be in the 
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Axis, still keeping Hitler’s southern flank 
secure; and he would have been able to 
mass behind the Dnieper the German and 
satellite divisions he has had to shift to 
Italy and the Balkans.

It is not surprising that the French 
committee of national liberation refuses to 
have anything to do with the Badoglio gov- 
ernment. It would, for historic reasons, 
take the same attitude toward any Italian 
government that could be set up under pre- 
sent circumstances. Time and a complete 
reversal of the Mussolini policy alone can 
made Frenchmen forget the ‘“‘stab.in the 
back” and the Tunisian demands which 
long preceded and led up to that overt act 
of treachery.

The Japs had another bad day when 
Allied bombers paid a return visit to 
Rabaul and also shot up one of their bases 
in Bougainville island. Altogether 123 
enemy planes were destroyed, 65 more 
are supposed to have been damaged, re- 
construction operations were interrupted 
at Rabaul, and the Akhili airfield was put 
out of commission, The destruction of 
planes is the more important result, be- 
cause without overhead protection Nip- 
pon’s island bases are of no use. It is not 
claimed in official quarters that Jap planes 
are being liquidated faster than they can 
be built, but it is a good guess that they 
are being wrecked in larger numbers than 
Tokyo can keep sending to the island war 
theatre without hampering its campaign 
in China.

The science of nutrition is now

All this is just in time to help

We 
have many new facts about foods 
and nutritions and a really new 
conception of man’s ability to con- 
trol his life history constructively, 
that is to build himself by new 
standards in better health and 
longer life.

simple device for the division of 
the consumer’s food-dollar into 
fifths more or less:

2—Citrus Fruits, Tomatoes and 
Raw Cabbage—These are outstand- 
ing sources of vitamin C, as also 
are cantaloupes and ray strawber- 
ries in their season, Nutritionists 
favor liberal amounts of the foods 
which are rick in vitamin C. These 
foods are rather bulky for over- 
seas shipment, so we may hope for 
normal supplies of them in our 
markets. 

8. Fruits and Vegetables Other 
Than Those of the Two Previous 
Groups—Some fruit sand 
tables, such as apples and potatoes, 
are distinctly less rich in vitamin C 
! than are citrus fruits and tomatoes. 
Yet they are important sources be- 
cause of the quantities in which they 
are eaten. Fruits and vegetables 
generally have worth-while mineral 
| and vitamin values, so that their in- 
clusion in liberal amounts in the 
diet is good nutrition policy, 

4. Milk and Its Products, Other 
Than Butter—Now more than ever, 
the principle that the dietary should 
be built around bread and milk is 
good nutritional guidance, For the 
breadstuffs and cereals are the 
foods of which we are most sure to

In Berlin and in every other Ger- 
man city, even the most bigotted 
Nazi must be convinced that Al- 
lied air strength is doing irrepar- 
able damage.

Internal Trouble 

Hitler seems to dread internal 
disturbance or he would not have 
mad.

One explanation of that move is 
that Hitler proposes to hold out 
against all domestic revolt. 1 have 
pointed out before that the Ges- 
tapo grip on the country might 
postpone revolution for a long 
time.

WORD OF CAUTION 


TO MEN OF MILITARY AGE 
AND TO THEIR EMPLOYERS 


National Sclective Service Civilian Regulations authorize the 
Minister of Labour to require that male employoes furnish 
their exaployers with evidence that they have not failed to 
cofhply with National Selective Service Mobilization 
Regulations (i.e., the Military Call-Up). 


It is intended that an order will be issued shortly, requiring 
employers to carry out the necessary check on their male 
employees, and to report any men who do not produce the 
required evidence of compliance. 


The check up will cover every male employee who has 
reached the age of 18 years and six months and has not 
reached his 38th birthday. The man will have to show 
evidence in one of the following furms:— 


(a) A man discharged from the Armed having been married before that date, 
Forces following service during the is a widower with children, must be 
present war should have his discharge prepared to furnish evidence, such as a 
certificate. A discharged man who has marrisge certificate or birth certificate 
not a certificate should apply for one in of a chiid, to show that he was married 
the following manner:— before july 15th, 1940, and that be is 

now either married or is a widower 

with children, 


A man who has reported for enrolment 
in the Army under an Order—Military 
Training issucd under the Mobilization 
Regulations and who has been rejected 
should have a certificate showing he 
was rejected through medical unfitness. 
If a man entitled to auch certificate 
does not possess it, he should apply to 
the District Officer Commanding the 
Military District in which he was 
rejected. 


(i) A man who is not subject to the 
Mobilization Regulations because be is 
an enemy alien who has not made 
application for naturalization may 
obtain a@ certificate from a registrar of 
his Divisional Mobilization Board indie 
cating that the Mobilization Regula- 
tions do not apply to him and such 
certificates must be obtained by all 
such enemy alicns: 

(ii) A man who is an alien and neither 
a national of Belgium, Czechoslovakia, 
The Netherlaids, Norway, Poland, the 
United States mor Yugoslavia and has 
not applied for naturalization may be 
relieved of his duty under Mobilization 
Regulations, but be gives up his right 
to future Canadian citizenship after 
the war; where such men have applied 
for such relief and been granted such 
Status, certificates will he issued by 
registrars in appropriate cases. 


This caution is issued to facilitate compliance with the order 
which is proposed. A reasonable interva! will be allowed to 
permit men te provide themselves with whetever document, 
es referred to above, they may be entitled to hold.

Building Permits 
Show Big Increase: 


Value of building permits issued 
in Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge, 
and Medicine Hat in the first eight 
months of 1943 totalled $11,462,247, a 
73 per cent increase over 1942 fig- 
ures, accroding to a report made 
public by Premier Ernest Manning, 
minister of trade and industry. 

Permits issued in the four cities 
totalled 4,997, compared with 3,983 
in 1942. Both Edmonton and Medi- 
cine Hat showed increases in num- 
ber of permits sold, and value of 
buildings concerned. 

Edmonton issued 3,539 permits in 
the eight-month period, more by 1,- 
300 than the number issued in 1942. 
Value of structures concerned was 
up $6,000,000. Calgary permits num- 
bered 1,037, a decrease of 303 for 
the period. Lethbridge permits 
were down to 227 issued.

When mothers write, as so many 
do, and describe a child 
baby,” | find it pretty difficult to 
guess the age of the child. 
Mrs, C. W. T. leaves me in a 
quandary when she says that rela- 


tives pooh-pooh her fears because 
her baby does not eat and tell her 
| it is due to teeth. She explains 
that the baby has been this way 
from birth. 


At present the mother devotes an 
hour each morning to feeding the

ounces of formula, At noon the baby 
takes 3 ounces of milk and a jar 
of strained vegetables. At supper 
the same. 

She takes an ascorbic acid tablet 
instead of orange juice and vomits 
very easily, The baby, despite her 
feeding habits, is pleasant and 
sleeps well, 


tempt to determine whether 
| whether the baby is, in truth, 
| nourished as the mother imagines. 
| Since she has been a vomiting 
baby from birth it is probable that 
a thickened formula might be bet- 
ter retained. This means that the 
| water content of this present for- 
| mula—whatever it is—could be 
cooked with barley or wheat or 
oats then strained and added to 
} the milk and sugar. The strained 

gruel should be about the thick- 
ness of a breakfast food which is 
made with half the amount of cer- 
eal called for in the recipe. When 
added to the milk this makes a 
formula about as thick as must- 
ard. This will not go easily 
through an ordinary bottle nipple 
which will have to have a larger 
hole burnt in it with a red-hot 
darning needle. Put the end of the 
needle in a cork and hold the tip 
end over a gas or a candle glame 
until it is red, then puncture the 
nipple with this.
